East Berlin’s bicentennial week 
celebration continued Wednesday

Adams County to the develop­ 
ment of freedom and free enter­ 
prise in American and Veterans 
of Foreign Wars dedicated a 
monument to their comrades who 
gave their lives to preserve these 
principles. 
The monument to the heroes of 
the Richard J. Gross Post was 
dedicated by Senior Vice Com­ 
mander William Farley, Depart­ 
ment of Pennsylvania, assisted 
by William Emig, senior vice 
commander of the post, and the

guard. 
Dr. 
John 
Schwartz, program chairman, dis­ 
played the copper box which will 
be cemented into the base of the 
monument and which will contain 
records of the bicentennial ob­ 
servance for posterity. 
PARADE SATURDAY 
The bicentennial program, which 
has attracted thousands of local 
residents and tourists t~ East Ber­ 
lin this week will be climaxed 
Saturday with a parade, pageant 
and fireworks. 
J. Melchior Sheads, Gettysburg 
historian, and E. Max Darone, 
Erie YMCA general secretary and 
author, recounted for more than 
300 persons attending the service 
Wednesday evening the highlights 
of local history. Sheads is an in­ 
structor in history at Gettysburg 
High School and serves as a Park 
Service historian during the sum­ 
mer. He guided the late President 
John F. Kennedy over the field in 
March, 1963. 
Darone, who left Ea t Berlin in 
1917, and later attended the Uni­ 
versity of Pittsburgh, has been in 
YMCA work since 1929. His in­ 
terest in Blast Berlin history is 
illustrated in his recent book, 
“From Manure to Monoxide,” a 
tribute to the town's bicentennial.

E. MAX DARONE 
SPEAKS AT HIS 
NATIVE TOWN'S 
CELEBRATION 


“We tip our hats to the past, 
but we take off our coats to the 
future,’’ E. Max Darone, Erie, 
a native of East Berlin declared 
in an address at the bicentennial 
program in East Berlin Wednes­ 
day evening. 
Continuing he said: 
“What is happening this week 
in East Berlin is more than a 
celebration. It is a cradle of mem 
ories of the many events which 
have taken place in the past 200 
years . . . but it also is a re­ 
birth, a springboard into the fu 
hire. 
“History is being made here 
this week just as it was in those 
early days of 1764 when John 
Frankenberger first looked over 
this 
beautiful 
piece 
of 
land 
cradled between the sweeping bow 
of the Conewago' and the Beaver 
Creeks. East Berlin today is mak­ 
ing interesting history, too, for 
we have had our leading citizens, 
our simple, hard-working people 
and, I am sure, our share of 
town characters who add a lot of 
color, life and fun . . . ’* 
“THREE ERAS” 
Analyzing the “three areas” of 
East Berlin, Darone referred to 
the 1764-1000 period as the “pio­ 
neering years.” 
“John 
Frankenberger 
proved 
proved himself a shrewd bargain­ 
er when he purchased this land 
for an amount equal to 161.70 by 
today’s rate of exchange. If it be 
true that Peter Minuit bought the 
island of Manhattan from the In­ 
dians for $24, we can smile as we 
say that at one time East Berlin 
was worth over three times as 
much as New York City. 
GREAT PERIOD 
“I think of these early years as 
a great period because of the 
people who settled here. These 
were the people whose lands in 
Europe had been ravished by 
wars, people who had been per­ 
secuted, people who were eager 
for a new chance at Hfe. So when 
the agents of William Penn spread

CLOSE ANNUAL 
MEETING TODAY 


Approximately 600 persons rep­ 
resenting Lutheran Churches in 
the east 
today 
are attending 
closing sessions of the fourth an­ 
nual convention of the Eastern 
District of the American 
Lu­ 
theran Church at Gettysburg Col­ 
lege. 
The convention opened Monday 
with an address by Rev. Dr. Gor­ 
don 
S. 
Huffman, 
Washington, 
D.C., president of the district 
The Rev. Dr. Oswald C. J. Hoff­ 
man, “Lutheran Hour” speaker 
and former director of public re­ 
lations of the Lutheran Church, 
Missouri Synod, presented three 
lectures to the convention on 
“The 
Church 
Confront! 
the 
World.” 
“Three alternatives exist for the 
church.” he said. "It may with­ 
draw itself from the world, or it 
may accommodate itself to the 
world, or it may confront the 
world, entering it culture, de­ 
sirous of transforming it.” 
DEFINES “CHURCH” 
In his initial lecture Dr. Hoff­ 
man emphasized the need for an 
understanding 
of 
the 
word 
“church.” He declared that the 
church must be seen as the 
“people of God” and the “body 
of Christ.” It is both an “assem­ 
bly and a dispersion,” he said. 
He stated that the people of 
God assemble to receive strength 
from God through His Word and 
then they must go out and con­ 
front the world wth this word. 
His stress on the absolute need 
for an aggressive witness to the 
world by the people of God was 
evident throughout the presenta­ 
tions. 
Dr. Hoffman concluded his lec­ 
tures by stating that the "honey­ 
moon” between the church and 
the world which has existed for 
the last 400 years “seems to be 
over.” In bold confidence, he 
declared, however, that victory 
for the church in confronting the 
world with God s Word is inevi­ 
table. 
In the popular mind. Dr. Hoff­ 
man is the spokesman for Lu­ 
theranism. “The Lutheran Hour” 
radio program reaches an esti­ 
mated 30 million people each 
week in the 120 lands in which it 
is broadcast. Dr. Hoff man’s week­ 
ly sermons are translated into 43 
languages.

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Sheads Says: "Union Was 
Born In Philadelphia But 
Preserved In This County" 


'Th# Union was born bi 
Philadelphia, but it was pre­ 
served in Adams County," de­ 
clared J. Melchior Sheads, 
history instructor at Gettys­ 
burg High School, in an ad­ 
dress at the bicentennial pro­ 
gram in East Berlin Wednes­ 
day night. 
Continuing, he said: 
"A study of the history of 
Adams County reveals that here 
in the more than 240 years of 
settled 
life within the present 
limits of the county all the im­ 
portant features in the develop­ 
ment of the U. S. as a nation and 
Pennsylvania 
as a state have 
taken place.” 
Tracing the prehistoric origin of 
the state, Sheads said that only 
the northern tiers of Pennsyl­ 
vania were covered by the great 
glaciers of the ice age, and that 
Adams County escaped the pre­ 
historic 
catastrophe, 
although 
many people have the mistaken 
notion that the huge rocks at 
Devil’s Den were originally de­ 
posited there by glaciers. The 
best authorities on the subject 
says that these rocks are of vol­ 
cano origin. He referred to the 
dinosaur footprints 
found 
near 
York Springs in recent years. 
CITES STEELMAN 
“ Long before any permanent 
settlements were made west of 
the Delaware, a Swede, Capt. 
John Hanson Steelman, an Indian 
trader and interpreter, set up his 
home in Liberty Twp. a mile east 
of Zora. The first permanent set­ 
tler in Adams County, Andrew 
Shriver, lived in peace with the 
Indians and smoked the pipe of 
peace with them. William Penn 
left his mark on Adams County, 
where even today, many prop­ 
erty owners fisd mention of the 
‘‘Manor of the Maske” in the orig 
inal deeds to their properties. 
‘‘Penn adversited his new col 
ony in Europe, especially in the 
Rhine Valley and as a result many 
Germans were attracted to his 
colony. Shriver arrived in Adams 
County in 1734 and was the van­ 
guard of a large German migra 
tion to the region. He settled in 
the Little Conewago section, now 
Union Twp.” 
BOUNDARY FUSS 
Sheads referred to the boundary 
difficulties that existed between 
Pennsylvania and Maryland until 
the Mason-Dixon line was run in 
1763-67, 
Carroll’s 
Delight 
and 
Digges Choice, a dispute which 
led to a bloody border warfare 
and the first murder in the coun­ 
ty when Martin Kitzmiller, a Ger­ 
man settler, killed Dudley Digges, 
a Marylander. 
“We should be proud of the 
fact that the southern boundary 
of Adams County is part of the 
famous Mason-Dixon Line and we 
can boast of 25 of the markers, 
five crown-stones and 20 mile­ 
stone markers, some which are 
the original stones which were 
brought from England for the 
purpose. 
"We know also that Penn and 
his heirs encouraged great num­ 
bers of Scotch-Irish to come to 
Pennsylvania. The Germans were 
too peace-loving for the rugged 
life on the frontier and the Scotch- 
Jrish were admirably suited for 
this type of life. They had no 
patience with the Quaker ideal of 
peace nor with the Indians’ claims 
of native rights to the land. Here 
in Adams County we find the 


German settling in the southeast­ 
ern and eastern sections of the 
county, but the Scotch-Irish settled 
west of the Germans along the 
Great Conewago, Marsh and Rock 
Creeks. They were rugged fron­ 
tiersmen who became the most 
numerous and influential element 
during the remaining years of the 
16th century. 
WASHINGTON HERE 
“George 
Washington 
visited 
Adams County during each of his 
administrations. On July 2, 1791 
he traveled over the old Monocacy 
Road, passing through Littlestown 
on a journey from Frederick to 
York. Again in 1794 on his return 
from an inspection of the troops 
being sent to quell the Whiskey 
Rebellion in western Pennsylvania 
he 
passed 
over 
the 
Hilltown- 
Mummasburg - Hunterstown road, 
passing through the center of the 
county. On this journey he stopped 
for the night, October 24, at Rus­ 
sell’s Tavern in Butler Twp.” 
Sheads referred to the county’s 
early transportation attempts and 
said 
that 
Thaddeus 
Stevens’ 
“tapeworm” 
railroad 
consumed 
$750,000 “although not a single tie 
and not a single rail were ever 
laid.” “The only evidence of this 
grandiose scheme still remaining 
in Adams County is the splendid 
arches of masonry in the old via­ 
ducts in Hamiltonban Twp. As a 
result of the expenditures for the 
‘Tapeworm’ it was another 20 
years before Adams County had 
ito first railroad in 1857.” 
He recalled the tragic events 
of the Civil W arvand the Battle 
of Gettysburg and the efforts of 
Adams Count ians to preserve the 
constitution and freedom.

Most great doers are people 
of few words. 
The tongue of man has often 
moved the world by its utter­ 
ance, but more often by its brev­ 
ity than by its volume of words.

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RED CHINESE 
PR O M O TIN G 
ASIAN PANIC 


By WILHAM L. BYAN 
AP Spacial Correspondent 
Red China's leaders may be 
trying to generate panic in Eu­ 
rope and the United States by 
playing up the idea that a gen­ 
eral war in Asia is Just around 
the comer. 
Aware that this is an election 
year in the United States, Pe­ 
king may seek to capitalise on 
the embroilment of Americans 
in debate over foreign policy 
and on the atmosphere of un 
certainty this can create else 
where in the world. 
The end of this summer sui 
gests itself aa the ideal time for 
the Red Chinese to apply the 
heaviest pressure. The season of 
the monsoon rains is at hand 
now in Indochina, and it will 
last until the end of August. This 
provides a prospect of lull in 
military activity in Laos and 
South Viet Nam and time for 
diplomatic maneuvering. 
SPREADING FRIGHT 
Between now and then, Peking 
seems beat upon a campaign of 
spreading fright among U.S., 
European and even Soviet pub­ 
lic opinion that there can be ca­ 
lamitous consequences for all 
Asia 
and perhaps the whole 
world because of what is going 
on in Laos and Viet Nam.

votes, Miss Blatt, 2,400, or an 
edge of 1,200—'''sufficient for 
victory,” said Freedman.

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1964 Legislature A Major Triumph For 
Scranton Administration Despite Five 
Subjects Considered In Special Session

HARRISBURG 
(AP) - The 
1964 legislature was a major tri­ 
umph of the Scranton adminis­ 
tration with a solid record of 
accomplishment despite bitter 
struggle and controversy. 
With only one exception, the 
General Assembly, meeting in 
two 
sessions 
simultaneously, 
gave Gov. Scranton everything 
he asked—and more. 
The big victory—and the bit­ 
terest—came 
when 
Scranton, 
now an lith hour candidate for 
t h e 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination, staked his political 
fortunes on a controversial un­ 
employment compensation pro­ 
gram. 
The administration also draft­ 
ed a record $1,168 billion budg­ 
et 
for 
fiscal 
1964 - 65 without 
new taxes, then wound up with 
$4.7 million more than the re­ 
quest. 
PROJECT 70 
Project 70 was another ac­ 
complishment for Scranton even 
though it originated with the 
Democratic Lawrence Adminis­ 
tration three years ago. Both 
parties joined in pushing imple­ 
menting legislation for the far- 
reaching $70 million conserva­ 
tion program, opening the door 
for immediate action by the 
state forests and waters depart­ 
ment. 
Finally, approval was given 
to administration programs ex­ 
panding coverage of blind vet­ 
erans’ pensions, reforming Penn­ 
sylvania’s 
l a n d 
condemnation 
laws 
and 
setting up 
special 
nursing centers at state mental 
institutions for elderly patients 
no longer requiring psychiatric 
■care. 
Scranton himself, barnstorm­ 
ing 
through 
the 
midwest 
in 
quest of votes for the presiden­ 
tial 
nomination, 
missed 
the 
windup of the legislature. 
W ASNT PRESENT 
Veteran legislative observers 
said it was the first time in 
their memory a governor wasnt 
preient to go through the ritual 
of receiving legislative commit­ 
tees to inform him their work 
was done. 
He got the news by telephone 
in Kansas. 
“I am delighted and deeply 
grateful to the leadership and 
members of the General Assem­ 
bly for the progress made,” 
Scranton said. 
The only 
major disappoint­ 
ment 
for 
the 
administration 
came with the failure of all but 
2 of 12 proposed constitutional 
amendments recommended by 


a special governor’s commis­ 
sion. 
But a reliable report indicated 
the administration itself may 
be partly to blame. 
NO HELP 
“They gave us no help at all 
and told our caucus we were on 
our own,” a highly placed Re­ 
publican member of the House 
Judiciary Committee said. 
Many 
of the 
constitutional 
proposals were killed 
in the 
committee, the others on the 
floor. 
Operating with slim majori­ 
ties in the two houses, the GOP 
was unable to muster enough 
votes in its own ranks to pass 
the bills. Minority Democrats 
stood solid in their opposition as 
a matter of party policy, claim­ 
ing the bills were badly drafted. 
Only two minor amendments 
—one removing an old prohibi­ 
tion 
banning 
public 
officials 
from engaging in duels—were 
able to survive. Passed on the 
final day, they must go through 
the legislative mill again next 
year before going to the voters 
for a final decision. 
The defeats were offset, how­ 
ever, by legislative approval of 
two other constitutional amend­ 
ments backed by persons other 
than the commission. 
TRAINING COURSES 
One would allow municipali­ 
ties to exempt wage earners 
with less than $1,000 in income 
from occupational privilege tax­ 
es and the other would require 
three-month 
training 
courses 
for 
newly 
elected 
aldermen, 
magistrates and justices of the 
peace. These, too, are on their 
first round and require legisla­ 
tive action again next year be­ 
fore going to the voters. 
But it was the controversial

bill that touched off the bitterest 
battle.

stalked off the floor

house shouting and screaming 
their protests in one of the wild­ 
est sessions in recent history. 
Unemployment compensation 
was one of five subjects consid­ 
ered by the legislature in a spe­

Scranton on Feb. ll. 
The 
regular 
session 
which 
opened Jan. 7 was limited by 
law to fiscal matters, primarily 
the record budget for operation 
of state government for 1964-65. 
S W E FUND 
Scranton went before the law­ 
makers Feb. ll to tell them the 
U.C. laws must be revised to 
save the benefit fund reserve 


from bankruptcy and to make 
Pennsylvania 
more 
attractive 
to potential employers. 
Organized labor and the Dem­ 
ocratic Party fought the propos­ 
al bitterly, claiming that Scran­ 
ton was robbing jobless persons 
of their benefits to attract in­ 
dustry. 
A propaganda battle of near 
epic proportions ensued, 
with 
both sides carrying on the fight 
in 
newspaper 
advertisements 
and on radio and television. 
Thousands 
of 
sign-carrying 
workers marched on the Capitol 
and picketed the halls, threaten­ 
ing defeat of any legislator who 
voted in favor of the U.C. re­ 
form measure. 
20-HOUR SESSION 
The measure passed the Sen­ 
ate the morning of March 13 
after a 20-hour session. Main­ 
taining the momentum, House 
Republicans 
p u s h e d for a 
speedy vote despite three de­ 
fectors in their own ranks. 
On March 20, amid reports 
the Republicans had one Demo­ 
cratic vote, which would give 
them the bare majority for pas­ 
sage, final debate began. 
During the afternoon, a re­ 
port raced through the House 
that one Republican from a la­ 
bor district had been threat­ 
ened with a gun. GOP leaders 
asked uniformed state troopers 
to watch at the rear of the 
chamber. 
STAGE DEMONSTRATION 
The move infuriated Demo­ 
crats who staged a 15-minute 
demonstration, 
shouting 
“po­ 
lice state1' and “Nazi.” 
Debate resumed 
a f t e r 
the 
troopers left, but Democrats, 
many of them hysterical with 
rage and threatening impeach­ 
ment against House Speaker W. 
Stuart Helm. marched off the 
floor as the Republicans rolled 
the bill to a vote. 
Their anger intensified as a 
member of their own ranks, 
Rep. Harold Rudisill, D-York, 
voted with the Republicans and 
put the bill over as the Demo­ 
crats fought vainly for recogni­ 
tion to halt the move. 
The bill made employer-paid 
tax revisions designed to pro­ 
duce $35 million additional to 
bolster the sagging U.S. fund. 
Benefits were changed to re­ 
duce the net payout on the fund 
by $28.5 million annually. Maxi­ 
mum benefits were increased 
from $40 to $45 weekly, but the 
uniform duration was changed 
irom a flat 30 weeks to range 
of 18 to 30 weeks.

Tho legisla­ 
ture added $3 million more for 
state colleges and $1 million 
more to combat juvenile delin 
quency. 
The budget included $58 mil­ 
lion in grants to state-aided col­ 
leges, universities and 
hospi­ 
tals. 
The Project 70 proposal, was 
aimed at setting down guide­ 
lines for acquisition of open

EM INENT DOMAIN 
Somewhat related is the em i­

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Old Order Amish Church 
Is More Than Holding Its 
Own In World Of Change 


Editor’s Note: Even though 
surrounded by the rapidly-chang­ 
ing modern world which might 
tempt some away, the Old Or­ 
der Amish Church more than 
holds its own in membership.

LANCASTER. Pa. (AP)—To a ! 
casual observer it might seem 
the Old Order Amish Church- 
strictest of all the “ Plain Peo­ 
ple"—would have difficulty in 
keeping up its membership. Yet 
the opposite is true; its numbers 
are growing steadily. 
The Old Order Amish base 
their rules of life strictly on 
their interpretation of the Bible. 
Surrounded as they are by the 
modem world, they still live as 
their forefathers before them. 
For example, they have no elec­ 
tricity in their homes and barns. 
They do not own or drive cars. 
Instead of buttons, they use 
hooks and eyes on their clothes. 
Their children are not allowed 
to attend high school or college. 
They ban photographs of them­ 
self. holding them to be “graven 
images.” 
PROTESTANT SECT 
The Amish, a Protestant reli­ 
gious sect, developed from the 
Mennonites 
in 
the 
late 
UiOOs. 
They took their name from Ja­ 
cob Ammann. a Swiss Mennon­ 
ite leader. They came to this 
country, with the Mennonites, in 
large numbers after 1740 and 
.settled mainly in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Indiana. 
In Lancaster County, where 
they have lived nearly 250 years, 
Old Order Amish families con­ 
tinue to have an average of sev­ 
en to nine children. 
They are estimated to have 
nearly doubled their population 
in this county in 20 years, from 
3.300 to 6,216. In r similar pe­ 
riod. the county population <now 
about 63.000) went up 30 per 
* cent, an dPennsylvania increased 
^ 14 per cent. 


M O R E CHURCH DISTRICTS 
« These figures surprise many 
of their Lancaster County neigh­ 
bors. the “ English” as the Amish 
know them. Many thought that 
the number* of Amish were be­ 
ing whittled away by the attrac­ 
tions and conveniences of mod­ 
em living which the Amish can­ 
not enjoy if they are to practice 


I their faith. 
But the growth also has been 
, evidenced by the boost in the 
number of church districts of this 
highly conservative group. Size 
of the district is attuned to the 
number who can attend Sunday 
( service in a farm home, travel­ 
ing by horse and buggy. Church 
statistics show the number of 
districts going up each year. 
Concessions have been made 
over the decades by the bishops, 
the ordained elder men who lead 
the order, so that in some re­ 
spects the Amish are current 
with their neighbors, while in 
others they may be 200 years be­ 
hind. 
SOME CONCESSIONS 
Thus an OUI Order Amish 
family, while being denied use 
of wired electricity, may have 
\ gas refrigerator or a gas stove, 
seined by “ Iwttled fuel.” While 
a member in good standing may 
1 not drive an auto, he may ac 
' cept a lift from a neighbor. He 
may ride a train or a bus. and 
many Amish persons do. He ex­ 
presses curiosity about airplanes 
but does not fly in them. 
Diesel power is permitted, and 
some ingenious Amishmen have 
( used thus to make home life eas- 
I ier. Thus one young farmer has 
running 
water 
in 
his 
home 
through gravity. He pumps wa­ 
ter by diesel to an elevated tank 
> behind the barn three time* a 
week. He has an inside toilet, 
although in Amish country the 
A»idtime “privy’* is still Hie rule 
CLOTHING SEVERE 
Amish clothing is as Never? in 
appearance as the religion is in 
practice. But one Amish patri­ 
arch, when a>ked if the trend to 
shorter skirts in the modern 
• world had affected the Amish, 
answered with a twinkle in his 
eye. 
“ There is a slight tendency in 
that,” he told a newsman. “ I 
don’t think you would notice it 
much—but we would.” 
The men wear flat black hats 
with broad brims, and black 
Jcoats and trousers. Women wear 
Wack bonnets, white prayer cap 
jm der them and black dresses. 
Bright “ unworldly” color is per­ 
mitted in the men’s shirts ami 
women’s bodices. 
NO JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 
Bishop David Z. Fisher, of 
Nine Points, says that if fellow 
Amishmen take trips in cars, 
these journeys should be neces­ 
sary. He recognizes that 
the 
Amish use telephones, but urges 
them not to impose on their 
English neighbors to do so. 
Amishmen say it is no secret 
that their youngsters like radio, 
-television and cars, and they 
know that some ol the teen-agers 
“ act up” before they become 
church members. But the Am­ 
ish have no juvenile delinquency 
problem. Most of the >oungster* 
join the church, and from then 
co they observe its tenets, “bun* 
m ug” still operates against iller 
m e m b e n w*ho violate the rules, 
and excommunication faces all!

WASHINGTON (AP)—In two 
tremendous decisions this week 
I he Supreme Court broadened 
its 
protection 
of 
individuals 
against self incrimination when 
in trouble with either the feder­ 
al or state governments. 
It ruled: 
1. The 
Constitution’s 
Fifth 
Amendment protection—that « 
witness can refuse to give evi 
donee he fears might incrim 
inate him—applies to both state 
and federnl proceedings. 
2. Testimony 
of 
a 
witness 
promised immunity from pros 
ecution by a state if he does 
testify in a state court cannot 
then be used to prosecute him 
in a federal court, and vice 
versa. 
STH AMENDMENT 
The 
Constitution's 
Bill 
of 
Rights adopted in 1791—includ­ 
ing the Fifth Amendment—had 
been insisted upon by the states 
as protection for them and their 
citizens against the powerful, 
central, federal government. 
For more than IOO years the 
Supreme Court reasoned 
this 
Bill of Rights applied to the fed 
eral government only, not to the 
states, although the 14th Amend­ 
ment had been added to the 
Constitution in 1868. 
This 
amendment, 
adopted 
three years after the Civil War. 
was intended to protect citizens. 
at that time particularly Ne­ 
groes, from encroachment on 
their constitutional 
rights 
by 
the states. 
CITE FEATURES 
It said in part: “ No state shall 
make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any 
state deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property without due 
process of law.” 
In short, national citizenship 
was paramount to state citizen­ 
ship. Eventually but slowly the 
court began to overlap the 14th 
Amendment with parts of the 
Bill of Rights to protect c it iz e n s 
from unconstitutional state ac 
tions 
But as late as 1947 the court 
was 
ruling 
that 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment’s protection against 
self incrimination applied only 
to witnesses in federal proceed 
ings, not to those in 
dates. 
States, 
therefore, 
could 
suit 
themselves in this field. 
REVERSES ITSELF 
On Monday the courl reversed 
itself, cutting a new path with 
a neat overlapping of the fifth 
and 14th amendments. Justice 
William J. Brennan wrote the 
court’s opinion 
It said a witness who balks 
at incriminating himself in sta te 
proceedings can invoke the pro­ 
tection of the Fifth Amendment. 
Brennan said: such a person 
is not only protected by the 
Fifth Amendment from self in­ 
crimination but bv the 14th’s 
guarantee that he can’t he de­ 
prived of liberty without “ due 
process” of law. 
HISTORIC POINT 
Brennan noted that the court 
had gradually been leading up 
to this historic point ever since 
ihe 1930s in a series of decision* 
which ruled out conviction of 
persons who had been coerced 
into confessing crimes. 
All ’his link* up with some­ 
thing else which has been one 
of the oddities oi the American 
legal system 
This involves a 
man who might have committed 
both a state and federal offense. 
For some reason of its own a 
state, perhaps to nail some oth­ 
er offenders, could promise him 
immunity against prosecution in 
a state court if he testified. But 
—the federal government, which 
had 
promised 
him 
nothing, 
could then use his state court 
testimony to prosecute him in 
federal court. 
1944 RULING 
As late as 1944 the Supreme 
Court ruled the federal govern 
ment could do this. This week 
the court reversed this previous 
decision and laid down a flat 


rule for all such problems in the 
future. 
Justice Arthur J. 
Goldberg 
wrote the opinion which said 
there is no justification for per­ 
mitting a man to be prosecuted 
for giving testimony which was 
supposed to make him immune 
to prosecution. 
Goldberg wrote: 
“We 
hold 


that the constitutional privilege 
against 
self-incrimination (the 
Fifth Amendment) protects a 
state witness against incrimina­ 
tion under federal as well as 
state law and a federal witness 
against 
incrimination 
under 
state as well as federal law.”

the northern Japanese port, cen­ 
tos of the domestic petroleum 
industry. 
Ninety of Niigata’s 300 big 
storage tanks were set afire, 
bat by noon today the columns 
of’black smoke were lightening 
as.iiretrucks poured foam ex­ 
tinguisher into the flames. Most 
of the foam was supplied by 
U,S. forces and was flown from 
Tokyo. 
CLEANING DEBRIS 
Jh e people of Niigata, hard­ 
ened to disaster like most Jap­ 
anese. began 
picking up the 
threads of their lives. 
Thousands of uniformed men 
from the armed services joined 
local workers in clearing away 
debris and mending roads. 
Tons of relief goods poured rn. 
Donations came from abroad. 
The king and queen of Malaysia 
on a state visit to Japan, con­ 
tributed $8,333. 
The first of some 20.000 evac­ 
uees began returning to their 
homes, or to what was left of 
them. Low-lying areas were still 
flooded from the tidal wave 
that poured in from the Sea of 
Japan after the quake. 
The national police reported 
1,158 houses destroyed and 18,- 
500 damaged by the quake, an­ 
other 11,000 were flooded. 
HIT AFTER LUNCH 
Although the quake was the 
stipngest in Japan since the 
1923 quake that took 143,000 


lives in the Tokyo-Yokohama 
area, experts attributed th* re­ 
markably low loss of life to the 
fact that the quake hit after 
lunch, 
when 
cooking 
stoves 
were off and there wert no res­ 
idential fires. 
The casualty toll was 25 dead 
and ll missing although the 
damage was estimated at hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars. 
The 1923 quake came a few 
minutes before noon, upsetting 
charcoal cookers then widely in 
use. Huge sections of Tokyo and 
Yokohama 
were 
razed, 
and 
most of the victims died in the 
flames.

NEYHART WILL 
RETIRE JULY I 


UNIVERSITY PARK—The man 
■who initiated driver-education in 
America and made it a household 
word for millions of high school 
students. Amos E. Neyhart. will 
retire as director of the Institute 
of Public Safety at the Pennsyl­ 
vania State University on July I 
after 35 years of service. 
He has been named director 
emeritus of the institute. 
Regarded as the father of driv­ 
er education and the "nation’s 
No. I safety salesman." Neyhart 
won’t let retirement stop him in 
his life-long crusade to improve 
the lot of the motoring public. 
"I have no intention of sitting 
back while there’s a lot of work 
to be done and. potentially, a lot 
of lives to save.” he says. 
Neyhart conducted the first high 
school driver education course in 
the country in 1933-34 at the State 
College, Pa., High School after 
more than three years of inten­ 
sive planning and research. He 
footed the initial bills himself and 
used his own car. Two summers 
later he presented the first teach­ 
er preparation course in driver 
education in the United States 
and the following year the first

professors’ 
seminar 
in 
this field. 
Neyhart has received numerous 
awards for his contributions to 
the nation’s highway safety, in­ 
cluding awards from the National 
Safety 
Council, 
the 
American 
Automobile Assn., the Society of 
Automotive Engineers 
and 
the 
•tate of Pennsylvania. 
He has served as a member 
of the President’s committee on 
traffic safety under the last four 
United States Presidents and is 
currently chairman of the com­ 
mittee.

STATES LOOK 
TO EXPANDED 
ECONOMY FOR 
MORE REVENUE

CHICAGO (A P)—State budg­ 
ets are continuing to grow but 
this year, at least, legislators 
are counting more on an ex­ 
panding economy for increased 
revenue than they are on tax 
boosts. 
While

.states signed new tax laws this 
year — 22 legislatures were in 
session — the hopes were that 
business activity, fed partly by 
the federal tax cut, would surge 
upward for the fourth consecu­ 
tive year. 
There is no telling at this 
time precisely what impact the 
tax cut will have, but a year 
ago the Treasury Department 
estimated that a SlO-billion fed­ 
eral reduction would spur in­ 
vestment,

billion extra in taxes. 
F E D E R A L TA X CUT 
In 20 states, according to a 
study by Leon Rothenberg, re ­ 
search director for the F edera­ 
tion of Tax A dm inistrators, in­ 
come tax receipts will rise au­ 
tom atically as a result of the 
federal tax cut. In these states, 
individuals and corporations are 
allowed 
deductions 
on 
their 
state income taxes based on 
their amount of federal income 
taxes. Thus, lower federal taxes 
mean

and 
higher paym ents to the states. 
An Associated Press survey 
shows several states raised their 
income tax withholding rates to 
bring them in line with this 
windfall.
